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DETAILED ACTION 

On April 19, 2007, an Office Action was sent to the Applicant rejecting claims 1-4. 
On July 19, 2007, the Applicant responded with arguments. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Haseltine 
(6,578.015), as set forth in the previous Office Action. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed July 19, 2007 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. The Applicant argues that Haseltine does not disclose generating at 
said customer service providers and biller service provider mainframe application files in 
batch mode to said centrally located mainframe system or converting at said switching 
system said mainframe application files into Internet accessible addresses for delivery 
of said messages over the Internet to one or more intended recipients comprising at 
least one of said customer service providers or said biller service providers. In 
response, Haseltine discloses generating at said customer service providers and biller 
service provider mainframe application files in batch mode to said centrally located 
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mainframe system (Each customer may be registered simultaneously into the bill 
payment and presentment database in batch mode by loading XML or OFX-formatted 
customer data into the first area via HTTP or by file transfer protocol — col. 3, lines 55-65) 
and converting at said switching system said mainframe application files into Internet 
accessible addresses for delivery of said messages over the Internet to one or more 
intended recipients comprising at least one of said customer service providers or said 
biller service providers (The translator may convert legacy bill data into OFX-compatible 
data. A customer, through his or her browser or email software may then log on the 
biller or consolidator's site via, HTML or SSL over the Internet, and view and/or pay 
online bills — col.1 1 , lines 1-21 and 40-46).
